Rumors} of all sorts have been 
lodged against them. They have 
been pressured, criticized, 
assaulted, deceived, forsaken by 
some and even given false 
support by many.

is when our thrust for a greater 
TOGETHERNESS seemed and 
take shape. You could hear the 
echoes across the country 
saying, “At last, we are on our 
way!” 


The finance committee was 
reorganized . The General 
Secretary tendered a detailed 
financial report of the various 
Jurisdictions and Departments.
